Too ſhort a time (in their opinions that were 
glewed there together ſomany houres, to behold 
him) did his Maicſtic dweli vpon this fiſt place: 
yet to0 long itleemed ro other happy Spirits, that 
higher vp in theſe Ehz1an fields awzircd tor his pre. 
ſence: he (cts on therefore (like the Sunne in his Z0- 
diaque) bountifully diſperling his beames amongſt 
particular Nations : the brightnefic and warmth of 
which, was now ſpent firſt vpon the /talrans, & next 
ypon the &elzrans ; The ſpace of ground, on which 
their magmificent CArches were builded , beir g not 
vnworthy to beare the name of the great Hall tothis 
our Court Royal: wherein wasto be hcard & ſcene 
the ſundry languages & habits of Strangers, which 
vnder Princes Roofes render excellent harmony. 

In a paire of Scales doe I weigh theſe two Nati- 
ons, and tinde them ( neither in hearty loue to his

And over that, in another ſquare, carying the 
ſame proportion, ſtood a woman vpright,holding in 
her hand a Shield , bencath whom was inſcribed in 
golden Caradters.

Square, whoſctop being flat, was garniſhed with #+- 
lafters , and vpon the roote was ercted a great Pe- 

deflall, on which ſtood a Perſon carued out tothe

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life (8 woman) her left hand leaning on a ſword, 
with the _ downeward , and her right hand 
reaching aDiadem , which ſhee ſcemde by 
bowing of her knee and head, to beſtow vpon his 
Maicſtic. 

On the foure corners of this vpper part , ſtoode 
toure naked portraytures (in great) with artificiall 
Trumpets intheir hands, 

In the Arch of the Gate, was drawne (at one

The garnithments for the 
whole Bower,bcing Applcs,Peares,Cherics,Grapes, 
Roles, Lillies, and all other bo-h fruits and flowers 
moſt artificially molded rothe !ife, The whole frame 
of this Somer banqueting houle, ſtood (atthe ground 
line) vpon 4fec'e; the Perpendicular ſtretching it- 
ſelfe to'45, Wee might ( that day) haue called it,7he 
Muſicke roome, by reaſon of the chaunge oftunes,that 
danced round about it; for in one place were heard a 
noyſe of corners , 1n a ſceond, aconſort . the third,
